Case Likely to Go to Courts. 

If the Legislature by resolution, | 
ignoring the Governor, attempts to 
create a congressional district, it 
may be expected the Supreme Court 
will be called upon to decide the | 
question far in advance of the 1932 
primary. It is probable that a Dem- 
ocrat in one of the proposed dis- 
tricts will offer to file with the 
Secretary of State as a candidate 
for Congress, and that the Secre- 
tary of State will refuse to accept 
this declaration of candidacy.* He 
will then seek by mandamus to 
compel the acceptandre. and the 
subject will be before the court. 

In deciding on the resolution 
plan, the Democrats are acting in 
accordance with views expressed 
several days ago by the chairman 
of the Republican National Con- 
gressional committee, who publicly 
took the view that the Governors 
approval was not necessary on a 
redistricting measure, and that the, 
Legislature could act independently 
of the Governor.

George (“Big”) Perry, slain last 
night in an ambush at his home, 
was identified tonight as the ring 
leader in the mysterious Spring- 
field, Ill, faro swindle of $50,000 
from Mrs. Myrtle Tanner Black- 
lidge. 

Mrs. Blacklidge, former collector 
of internal revenue for Chicago, 
was unable to come here because 
of illness, but she looked closely 
at photographs of Perry in Chicago 
‘and said: 

“That's the man—that’s the one 
who engineered the whole faro

ure to pay his confederates their 
share of the money mulcted from 
Mrs. Bilacklidge and Edward J. 
Litsinger, wealthy Republican lead- 
er of Chicago, who loaned her the 
$50.000.

'when word of it leaked out. 

Friend of Her Husband. 

They were informed that Perry's 
| fat 1er-in-law, John Caniff, was an 
'old friend of Mrs. Balcklidge’s late 
husband: that he used to play 
| cards in the rear of the Balcklidge 
drug store a few years back. 

They followed a theory that this 
| friendship had been used by Perry 
to strike up acquaintanceship with 
Mrs. Balcklidge—to inteerst her in 
the faro game for high stakes. 

Here they had aid from Mrs. 
Blacklidzge. 

“tT remember,” she said, “that 
Caniff used to play cards in the 
back room with my‘ husband. I 
can remember Caniff's daughter 
who, they tell me, married Parker 
—the name under which I knew 
Perry—recently. 

“Now I begin to see how Parker 
knew so much about my family 
history.” 

A Mysterious Character. 

Forty -years old, expensively 
dresed, Perry was a mysterious 
character in South Bend. He had 
married his wife, who is 26, a year 
ago. Since then, according to her 
story, he was never with her long. 
She continued to stay with her 
parents in South Bend, while he. 
went about the country “on adver- 
tising business,” he told her. 

Shot down as he stepped from 
the door of Caniff's garage, he 
told police “a friend” did the 
shooting. He would not amplify 
that statement. His wife told of; 
seeing the flash of a single shot.

Questioned today by Coroner 
Bolka, Mrs. Perry said shé had 
suspected her husband was an ex- 
tortionist: that he always carried 
a large roll of money, and that she 
had suspected her husband of hav- 
ing a part in the faro swindle.

ed Jamestown. 

They expected to arrive at Little 
Creek inlet shortly afternoon to- 
morrow and g0 immediately to 
Cape Henry. The five-mile_ trip 


from Little Creek will be made on 
a special train which also will car- 
ry Gov. Pollard of Virginia and 
other prominent Virginians. ' 

President and Mrs. Hoever em- 
barked on the Sequoia at the 
Seventh street fish wharf. The de- 
parture was entirely informal.

1918 
and was captured 10 days ago 
after he had “gone straight” for 
12 years, came home yesterday 
with a pardon in “his pocket and 
the. fear Of ultimate capture re- 
moved. 

Preston received his pardon from 
Gov. Georgé White of Ohio in the 
executive offices at Columbus and, 
with Gov. White’s injunction to 
“watch your step,’ took the first 
train for St. Louis. ‘ 

At Union Station he was met by 
his wife, Sally, who accompanied 
him to their home at 1004 North 
Kingshighway. ‘I’m going to pick 
up right where I left off in the 
restaurant business,” he told re- 
porters before retiring to rest from 
his arduous experiences. 

. Board Refused to Act. 

When Preston was arrested here 
on a tip from An anonymous letter 
writer that he had escaped from 
the Ohio reformatory at. Mansfield 
in 1918, scores of St. Louisans be- 
tame interested, Pleas for a pa- 
role were sent to the Ohio Board 
of Clemency, which refused to act, 
and his prospects were dark until 
Gov, White decided to grant the 
pardon because of Preston's indus- 
trious and upright life since his 
escape. 

Dressed in a new suit from the 
Reformatory tailor shop, Preston 
was taken to Gov. White’s office 
where he received his pardon. 
“Don’t get the idea you’ré a hero,”’ 
the Gevernor warned him. “You've 
still got something to live down. 
Watch your step.” At the door of 
the Ohie Capitol, Preston promised 
with téars in his eyes and hurried. 
off to board the train for homé, 

Preston said. he hoped to return 
to his old job as a restaurant 
manager, but ftmftended first to 
talk to Maurice Weil, St. Louis 
charity worker and sponsor of the 
apple-gelling plan here, who was 
active in behalf of Preston. 

Thanks Weil for Help. 

“I'm not sure what Mr. Weil 

wants me to do,’ Preston said. 


“But I want to thank him for his 


help and ask his advice.” 

- Preston, who is 32 years old, was 
18 when he Was sentenced to 
Mansfield Reformatory for one to 
15 years for holding up a taxicab 
driver at the suggestion of a wom- 
an. He had been in the institution 
but a few days when he saved a 
Reformatory, tedche. from a severe 


prisoners, and Was made a trusty 
as a reward. 

Free to came and go; he walkéd 
out of the prison and went to 
Paintsville, Ky., visiting his moth- 
er wh®8 was ill, then dropped out 
of sight so far aa his family and 
friends were concerned.

A message approved by the AS | 
sociation in executive session was 
telegraphed to the President by D. 
E. McCuen of Greenville, 8. C., the 
association's president. 

The message in part, said: 

“The rapid and wholesale loss of 
markets to foreign (cotton) pro- | 
ducers at the expense of the United 
States producers form a most tragic 
chapter in the economic history of 
the United States. 

“In the interest of our farmers, 
as well as of our country as @ 
whole, we are pleading, first, for 
the withdrawal of the Government 
and its Farm Board from all par- 
ticipation in the merchandising of 
cotton, and from further attempts 
at control, stabilization and valori- 
gation. 

Searching Inguiry Urged. 

“We are also pleading for a 
searching and comprehensive in- 
vestigation of each and every sub- 
stitute for the Farm Board that 
may be proposed in order to make 
clear to the people of the United | 
States the economic effect of such | 
proposals, should one or more of 
them be written into law. 

“Our large commerce cannot 
hope to survive any further eco- 


»nomic mistakes of the magnitude | 


of the Federal Farm Board.

“Certain vital principles must be 
adhere to in order that we may not 
undermine the freedom of our 
farmers and of our people as a 
whole, by bureaucratic and gov- 
ernmental administration and in- 
terference.”’

“The policies developed and put 
into effect by the Federal Farm 
Board under the Federal agricul- 
tural marketing act do place the 
Government into business on a vast 
scale, at enormous cost to the 
Federal Treasury and with great 
harm to our cotton industry as a 
whole. 

Federal Farm Board 
may not be responsible for Eu- 
rope’s desire to be independent of 
United States-grown cotton, it is 
responsible for having changed 
that desire into acute action.

REGULATED BY SUN 


Scientist Finds Ultra - Violet 
Radiation Varies With 
Solar Spots. 


+ MOUNT WILSON OBSERVA- 
TORY, Cal., April 25.—The invis- 
ible ultra-violet rays of the sun 
have yielded a secret of why some 
generations of children require 
more cod liver oll than others and. 
why some 
worse than others. 

Dr. Edison Pettit, radiometrist 
of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington, the man who meas- 
ured the temperature of the moon, 
has charted the result of thou- 
sands of observations revealing 
that ultra-violet radiation varies 
with sunspots, the more the sun- 
spots the higher the ultra-violet 
radiation. Sunspot cycles are of 11 
years’ duration, 

The end of an tli-year cycle is 
approaching, the last having been 
in 1923, the next in 1934. He eati- 
(mates that at each minimum, that 
\is every 11 years, the amount of 
| ultra-violet rays reaching the earth 
| from the sun is one-third less than 
at the maximum, This ultra-violet 
radiation creates vitamin D. That. 
is what is in cod liver oil and it 
is for this that children are dosed 
'to counteract softening of the 
‘bones and weakness of teeth. 

It may be medical experts will 
find that children born in 1900, 
1911 and 1923, in some cases at 
least, have had more trouble with 
the lack of vitamin D than those 
born five and a half years after 
those periods. 

On the other hand, this ultra- 
violet radiation is the thing in sun- 
light that the medical and bioclog- 
ical experts have found to be the 
cause of sunburn. At the peak of 
the sunspot cycles there should be 
more cases of sunburn. The max- 
imum amount of ultra-violet radie« 
ation appears to come in April. 

A belt of ozone some five and a 
half miles above the earth absorbs 
a lot of ultra-violet radiation. An 
important function of this ozone 
layer also is its “armor-plating” 
the earth against meteors. When 
meteors strike it they are burned 
and only Occasionally one large 
enough to have a part left un- 
burned breaks through to the 
earth. 


HOOVER ALTERS CIVIL SERVICE

ident Hoover today revised the civil 
service rules and further strength- 
ened the preference granted war 
veterans who are eligible for Gov- 
ernment positions. 

His executive order retained the 
10-point preference now granted 
disabled men but stipulated that 
disability suffered during military 
service must be proved by the vet- 
eral when he files his application, 
agd that when a non-veteran is ac- 

pted over a veteran eligible for 
a position the Civil Service exam- 
iner must write his reasons for 
such action and file them with the 
commission. This repoert will be 
kept as a part of the veteran's rec- 
ord. 

The President also decreed the 
commission hold quarterly, instead 
of yearly, examinations for men 
and women entitled to the 10-point 
preference.

MEET TO DISCUSS 
RESISTING TERMS 


Suits to Recover $300,000 
Based on Ouster Decree 
Contemplated—Men Ask 
for $16 a Day. 


Electrical contractors and repre- 
sentatives of electric sign concerns 
met Friday to discuss plans for re- 
sisting the $16-a-day wage and oth- 
er demands of Electrical Workers’ 
Local Union No. 1. 


Employers attending the meeting 
were urged to join the Associated 
Electrical Contractors, a new or- 
ganization formed to resist meth- 
ods, which contrators call “extor- 
tion.” Officers of the association 
asserted they are not opposed to 
organized labor, but thougit the 
union demands detrimental to the 
industry. 

As has been told, the union is 
seeking a $16-a-day wage under a 
new contract beginning May 1. Con- 
tractors have been notified that, 
unless they accept the agreement, 
they will not be able to hire union 
wiremen. The contract provides 
for a compulsory insurance charge 
of 35 cents an hour for each union 
man and 25 cents an hour for each 
apprentice employed, and requires 
contractors to have plans and spe- 
cifications approved by a bureau 
to be set up for the purpose. 

Antitrust Ouster Decree. 

The State Supreme Court April 
18 approved a consent decree oust- 
ing from the State four electrical 
trades organizations for antitrust 
practices, which contractors allege 
increased the cost of electrical in- 
stallation in St. Louis about 50 per 
cent in recent years. The organi- 
zations are the Electrical Employ- 
ers’ Association, Electrical Listing 
Bureau, Electrital Approval Bu- 
reau and the Electrical Protective 
Association. Under the old agree- 
ment journeymen received $13.50 a 
day in wages and $2.80 additional 
was charged for each man as in- 
surance. The insurance was paid 
into the Electrical Protective As- 
sociation, a union organization. 

Speakers at the. meeting told 
contractors they would be able to 
hire competent wiremen without 
signing the union agreement. J. J. 
O’Mara, secretary of the associa- 
tion, asserted he has a list of ap- 
proximately 100 journeymen will- 
ing to work for contractors who 
lose favor with the union. All of 
these men, he said, were former 
members of the union, who had

| Objects to Insurance. 

| O'Mara said the association was 
ready to deal with the union on 
“reasonable terms,” but its mem- 
bers are opposed to compulsory in- 
surance, and the requirement that 
plans and specifications must be 
submitted to an approval bureau, 
styled in the contract as the De- 
velopment Bureau of the Electrical 
Guild of North America. 

It was also pointed out that the 
union has lost prestige through the 
withdrawal of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
from the building trade department 
of the American Federation af 
Labor several weeks ago. As a re- 
sult, it was stated, other union 
workmen were not likely to engage 
in sympathetic strikes on behalf of 
the electricians. 

The suggestion was made that, 
as a result of the ouster of the 
Electrical Protective Association, 
contractors had a chance-to re- 
cover through litigation approxi- 
mately $300,000 paid in for ‘insur- 
ance since July, 1929. Several con- 
tractors are contemplating filing 
suits in Circuit Court this week.

NEW YORK, April 25.—John A. 


Heydler, president of the National 
League, expressing sorrow at the 
death of August (Garry) Herr- 
mann, former president of the Cin- 
cinnatit baseball club, pointed out 
that Herrmann was the last mem- 
ber of the original National Com- 
mission, formed in 1903. 

“The commission was composed 
of Harry Pulliam, president of the 
National League; Ban Johnson, 
president of the American League, 
and Herrmann, who had the year 
previously been elected president 
of the Cincinnati club.” Heydler 
said. ‘This, the first commission 
of baseball, functioned from 1903 
té-1909, when Mr. Pulliam died. 
The other members, Hermann and 
Johnson, after more than 20 years 


‘of active service in the game, died 
|this year, with hardly a month be- 


tween their passing. 

“There can be no doubt that the 
ocutstanding act of Mr. Herrmann’s 
baseball career was the part he 
played in bringing the two leagues 
together and getting them to sign 
that peace agreement in Cincin- 
nati Jan. 10, 1903. The two leagues 
were engaged in a war that prom- 
ised soon to be disastrous to base- 
ball when Mr. Herrmann brought 
the warring factions together.

“There should be no censorship 
of books or plays for mature indi- 


viduals,” Rabbi Ferdinand M. Is- 
serman declared in his weekly ser- 
mon at Temple Israel Friday night. 
“The- psychology of censorship 
tends to frustrate the very ends for 
which it is called into being.” 
Rabbi Isserman’s subject was 
“Making People Pure by Censoring 


ture.” His principal conclusion was 
that purity must be achieved 
through the development of habits 
of taste or habits of thought, It 
cannot be imposed by policemen 
sitting as censors, ndér at the end of 
a club. To prohibit a thing, he 
declared, is to advertise it. 

Discussing censorship of plays, 
the speaker made reference to re- 
cent complaints that “‘Lysistraja,” 
an ancient Greek comedy now ap- 
pearing at a local theater, ought 
to be censored. 

“Is ‘Lysistrata’ moral for New 
York and immoral for St. Louis?” 
he inquired] “If so, why? And 
who is to be the judge? Is it to 
be a prosecuting attorney? Cen- 
sorship of ‘Lysistrata’ or any other 
literary or theatrical censorship is 
impracticable because of the diffi- 
culty of setting up any standard 
whereby the obscerie can be 
gauged. Obscenity is relative. 
What is obscene for one man is not 
so for another. 

“a study of the history of lit- 
erary censorship reveals that a 
book banned in one. place is ac- 
cepted in another. In England, 
George Moore’s ‘A Mummer’s Wife’ 
Was suppressed, whereas in Amer- 
ica it was not censored. In Amer- 
ica, Moore’s ‘Memories of My Dead 
Wife’ was suppressed, whereas in 
England it escaped. In Boston Sin- 
clair Lewis’s ‘Elmer Gantry,’ Up- 
ton Sinclaire’s ‘Oil’ and Dreiser's 
were put on 
the black list, whereas the postal 
authorities, who have the power 
to eliminate obscene literature from 
the mails, are permitting the mail- 
ing of these books regularly to the 
city of Boston. In view of this 
difference of opinion as to what is 
and what is not obscenity, how dif- 
ficult it.is for anyone to sit in 
judgment on plays and dramas.”

House Committee Named but 
a Has No Appropriation 
; for Its Work.

JEFFERSON CITY April 25.— 
A special House committee to in- 
quire into the operation and man- 
agement of State departments, 
boards and bureaus, their expendi- 
tures and whether departmental 
consolidations may be effected, was 
appointed last night by Speaker 
Nelson, under a resolution by Rep- 
resentative Elmer O. Jones of Ma- 
con County adopted by the House 
last week. 

The members are Jones, chair- 
man; Gray Snider ef Lewis Coun- 
ty, Earl Tetherow of Buchanan 
County, Lawrence H. Presley of 
Dallas County and Rush H. Lim- 
baugh of Cape Girardeau County. 
The first three are Democrats; 
Presley and Limbaugh are Repub-

While the resolution authorizes 
a general inquiry into the manage- 
ment and efficiency of the depart- 
ments and boards, there is some 
doubt that the committee will be 
able to make a thorough investiga- 
tion, as no provision was made for 
an appropriation to pay the ex- 
penses of hearings or to employ 
accountants. The committee, be- 
ing created only by a _ resolution, 
will have no power to compel the 
appearance of witnesses or produc- 
tion of information, after the Leg- 
islature adjourns. 

Jones said the committee prob- 
ably would carry on “its inquiry 
through questionnaires addressed 
to department heads, as to the work 
of their departments, number of 
employes, their salaries and duties. 
Jones said he did not know how 
the committee, under its limited 
pewers and lacking funds to employ 
accountants, could verify answers 
received to the questionnaires.

HUGHES SEES MORE HOPE 
FOR INTERNATIONAL COURT 


Best Promise for Peaceful Settle- 
ment of World Disputes, Chief 
Justice Tells Society. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Chief 
Justice Hughes said tonight the 
“best hope” for the development 
of international law lay “in the es- 
tablishment of a permanent court 
of international justice.” He told 
members of the American Society 
of International Law at a dinner 
celebrating the society's twenty- 
fifth anniversary that the province 
of the court was not to legislate 
but that “the accepted principles 
which govern the nations must be 
expounded and applied.”’ 

“An increasing number of inter- 
national agreements,” he said, “‘give 
i rise to questions 6f interpretation, 
which are questions of law requir- 
ing judicial determination. Be- 
yond these there lies the broad 
field of conciliation and adjust- 
ment of disputes which may not 
be justifiable. It is in the develop- 
ment of agencies for these pur- 
poses that we find the most notable 
progress.

THE scientists’ laboratory of the 

trans-polar submatine Nautilus 
is really the heart of the expedition. 
In that tiny chamber are gathered 
radio communication apparatus, 2 
sonic depth finder, helium balloons, 
a telescopic conning tower and ice 
drill, a gravity machine to weigh 
the earth, and there will be com- 
piled and kept scientific data of 
submarine life hitherto unavailable 
to mankind. 

The chicf personnel of the lab- 
oratory includes Sir’ Hubert Wil- 
kins, commander of the expedition; 
Dr. Harald Sverdrup, famous Nor+ 
wegian student of the Arctic, and 
Ray Meyers, chief radio operator, 
and their aides. | 

To inform civilization day by 
day of the progress of the expedi- 
tion, a short-wave radio transmitter 
has been installed.

They will be unceremonious- 
ly yanked from their berths and, 
sleepy eyed, will go on duty. Those 
who have been away will take their 
places in the berths for a similar 
catnap. 

Underneath the sleeping men are 
60 cells of the Nautilus’ batteries, 
by which her propellers are run 
while the boat is submerged: These 
cells contain lead and sulphuric 
acid and must be kept constantly 
charged. 

When the cells run low in elec- 
tric power they are charged by 
means of Diesel engines, which op- 
erate the Nautilus” electric motor 
asa dynamo. Charging batteries is 
very dangerous business in a sub- 
marine. 

As electricity from the .dynamo 
flows into the battery cells, hydro- 
gen ordinarily is given off. If soMe 
one were carelessly to light a match 
the whole vessel might be blown up. 
Also in the sleeping compartment 
is an emergency diving hatch. It 
is in the “ceiling’ of the sleeping 
room. Through that hatch,equipped 
with an air lock to keep the water 
out, a diver could crawhL In an 
emergency all of the crew could 
also make their escape through

In the past two years, London’s 
tramway system, operated by the 
London County Council, is oper- 
ated at a loss because of competi- 
tion with the bus lines. That meth- 
od of transportation, .it is recog- 
nized, is becoming obsolete here. 
At the same time, many of the 
routes of the London General Om- 
nibus Co, have lost money through 
competition of independent lines. 
To eliminate competition, and in- 
troduce “co-ordination, is the pur- 
of the Labor Government's 
plan. Combined capital of the 
rt companies to be taken 
over t% about $600,000,000. The 
number of passengers carried an- 
Gually is at least 4,000,000,000. The 
area to be served by the proposed 
combination is approximately 1800 
square miles, extending as far as 40 
miles from the center of London. 
Herbert Morrison, Minister of 
Transport in the Labor Govern- 
ment, who drew up the plan and 
is piloting it. through Parliament, 
outlined the problem, and the prin- 
ctples on Which he believes it must 
be solved, saying: 


“The journeys of passengers 
from stations situated within a 
radius of 15 miles from Charing 
Cross, London, to other stations 
within that area, for the month of 
May, 1927, were approximately 33,- 
000,000, equivalent to 400,000,000 
passenger journeys per annum. It 
is estimated that the passenger 
journeys taken in Greater London, 
per head of the population, have 
trebled in the last 30 years. If 
this be the case, and if competition 
involves a needless charge of only 
a half a cent per passenger jour- 
ney on the 4,000,000,000 journeys 
which must have been exceeded 
for all services in the London 
traffic area in 1930, that half a 
cent per journey would aggregate 
more than $20,000,000 in a year. 
If that sum should prove to te 
the price of competition, and if 
consolidation in time—and it would 
take time—would save it, that 
vast sum could be set aside for 
much-needed development, reduc- 
tions in fares, or better working 
conditions. 

“In dealing with the London 
traffic problem, first, we must not 
tinker, but we must get to fun- 
damentals and deal with it from 
the roots. 

“Second, competition: must £0; 
{t stultifies progress, endangers the 
standard of life of the work peo- 
ple in the industry and is too ex- 
pensive.

is not to be a government depart- 
ment administered by the British 
MCivil Service as is the Postoffice 
Department, with its operation of 
the telegraph and telephone serv- 
ices. In practice, and certainly at 
the beginning of operation, it is 
likely that the majority of ths 
board members, and their higher 
assistants, will be the same men 
who are at present managing and 
operating the passenger traffic 
services in the area to be covered 
by the government combine. 


In choosing this form of manage- | 


ment, Morrison rejected two alter- 
;mative schemes: First, control by 
local authorities representing the 
various municipal districts in which 
the traffic monopoly will operate: 
and second, management by a gov- 
ernment department under the 
Civil Service. 

The former idea was rejected be- 
cause of the impossibility of hav- 
ing all the municipal bodies repre- 
sented on a management commit- 
tee of workable size, and to keep 
the business out of local politics. 
The latter was considered 
suitable form of management for a 
great business undertaking of this 
kind. 


Ban on Politicians. 


“This bill,” the Minister of 
Transport said, “is not nineteenth 
century pationalization. We (the 
Labor Government) ask ourselves 
whether this vast business task is 
necessarily appropriate for politi- 
cians with’ electoral minds, politi- 
cians trying to win_ elections with 
concessions, to electors upon ques- 
tions of fares, wages and salaries. 
When we know how members of 
the House of Commons. are 
squeezed upon this subject at elec- 
tions, and sometimes submit to the 
pressure, I ask. whether we want 
this undertaking to be run by the 
ordinary political mind along ordi- 
nary political lines. I have come 
to the conclusion that, on the 
whole, a politician as such is better 
outside the function of manage- 
ment, unless he qualifies for mem- 
bership as constituted in the bill.” 

Morrison went on to describe the 
proposed London Traffic Board, 
appointed by the Minister of Trans- 
port, and intended to function 
without political interference. 

“The board,” he said. “will not 
be a political body. It will not be 
a state department. It will be a 
business board. It will not even 
be responsible to the Minister of 
Transport for its everyday actions. 
The members will know that it is 
the Minister who reappoints them, 
and that if they do not behave 


themselves he can appoint some- 
body else, though he could not do 
that unless they were very bad and 
public opinion aguinst them. They 
will know, too, that he is answer- 
able for them: in Parliament, and 
when they are up against a tick- 
lish question of policy, of really 
big policy, they will have a friend- 
ty talk with the Minister, not to 
receive his instructions, but in 
order that both may understand 
the problem and agree on the best 
thing to do.”

Manuel of Portugal was driven 
from his throne, to be replaced by 
Senor Braga, first President of the 
Portuguese Republic.

Distribution of Power. 


The survival of kingship among 
them is indeed attributable to pre- 
cisely these characteristics. Their 
individualism and independence led 
to an early development of demo- 
cratic principles and methods, at a 
time when royalty was still the 
only recognized form of state gov- 
ernment and thefr monarchs were 
forced by them to concede reluc- 
tantly and step by step-the ever- 
growing limitations upon their au- 
tocracy. Asa result, power passed 
steadily from the crown and its 
narrow aristocratic circle, to the 
far wider but more stable middle 
classes, and when revolution was 
in the air in other lands these na- 
tions had already secured a suffi- 
ciently wide distribution of power 
to the people to be able to secure 
its extension and the carrying out 
of needed reforms, without a re- 
sort to revolutionary upheavals, or 
the abolition of the monarchy. On 
the other hand, in all countries 
which have lost their King since 
the war, the crown was up to the

King Can’t Be an Asset. 

In fact, however, the role of a 
constitutional monarch is one that 
may well exhaust the most ener- 
getic, diligent and tactful sovereign. 
If the King has less to do with the 
daily mechanics of political admin - 
istration, there is a great scope 
for his energy and ability tn tn- 
numerable highly important dire-- 
tions closely affecting the daily af- 
fairs and social well-being of his 
people. A stupid, self-willed or 
vicious King would quickly {m- 
peril the safety of the throne. Mon- 
archs who lost their seats since 
the war, were not those who ruled 
constitutionally. and they were 
turned away not for being merely 
unnecessary but for being definite- 
ly obstructive.

Our Failure to Check Crime. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
SURVEY of the present era of law- 


lessness and subsequent methods of 
punishment can but call one’s attention 
to a deplorable stench of futile attempts 
—if attempts they be—on the part or 
legislators, prosecutors and crime deter- 
rent agencies to check overt acts against 
society and to restrict the liberties of of- 
fenders. 

The results of delayed court actions, 
legal obstructions, faithless public offi- 
cials, and barbaric and unequal modes of 
limiting offenders, are crowded prisons, 
armed revolts against constituted author-4 
ity, disrespect for what is called law, 
and a crime wave that has never been 
equaled, 

A pathetic conclusion of an attempt 
to explain present conditions is that pun- 
ishment is without definite aim. Are we 
restricting for punishment’s sake or for 
the purpose of rendering fit for society 
those: who have failed to contribute to 
iis progress? We are not certain of swift, 
equal and unfailing justice, and a respect 
tor honest endeavor to benefit society. 
Rather we expect fraud, unjust convic-

The importance of the farm, however, as a factor 
in economic conditions has been recognized more and 
mére in the past decade or so. There has been a 
growing conviction that agriculture cannot be neg- 
lected and allowed to fall into a low estate without 
disastrous consequences to the whole country. There 
have been a number of plans to help the farmer, the 
effort finally culminating in the creation of the 


Cc. S. Burton, in the Magazine of Wall street, em- 
phasizes the very great part that the farmers play in 
causing depression or reviving prosperity. He calls 
attention to the fact that about 40,000,000, or one- 
third of the population, are dependent upon agricul- 
ture, and when one-third of the population is prac- 
tically down and out the country suffers. The drouth, 
therefore, coming as the culmination of bad agricul- 
tural conditions, particularly the low prices of wheat 
and cotton, has more to do with the present business 
depression than most people realize.. At was another 
blow to agriculture which has practically put the 
farm population and those dependent upon agricul- 
ture out of the purchasing market over large areas 
of the country. Necessarily, this is disastrous to our 
own home market for other commodities. 

Naturally, too, the farm products which figure most 
conspicuously in discussions of farm conditions are 
wheat and cotton, chiefly because these two products 
are dependent upon world markets and the price is 
determined by world conditions. Cotton is king 
through the South, and when the price of cotton 
is low the condition of the planters is low. Among 
farm preducts generally, however, wheat is not king. 
There are seven products which precede wheat in 
money value. Corn is first. Then follow dairy prod- 
ucts, hogs, hay, cotton, chickens and eggs, and after 
them wheat. Wheat, however, is so large a factor 
that when the price, on account of world conditions, 
slumps below cost, it determines prosperity or ad- 
versity. So with cotton in the South:

Financial troubles are chief cause that is bringing down world’s dictators; people are 
learning that waste and extravagance accompany such rulers; American dollar 
has kept up these regimes, but our bankers now realize the risks they run, as in 
loans to Mussolini; dictatorship of the future rests in the hands of U. S. financiers.

HE press is curbed in many countries, 
T dictatorships abound and financial! crises 
face every nation. Commentators de- 
plore the present medieval terrorism in 


many dictatorships, with its cheap heroes. 


and cheap hero-worship, and the applause 
which greets a Mussolini when he refers 
to the goddess of liberty as a “rotting car- 
cass,” a Lenin who calls democracy a 
“bourgeois illusion,”” and a Pilsudski whe 
refers to parliament as a “prostitute.” 

Pessimistic as the beginning of the 1930s 
may appear, there are tremendous signs of 
forces working for the overthrow of all the 
big and little dictatorships, with their vari- 
ously colored terrors and their rule by sol- 
diers and policemen. 

Not only have some little dictators passed 
into oblivion and several bigger ones been 
replaced, but the “great” are on the de- 
fensive. Checked by the decade of dis- 
illusion after the war, free press and 
free opinion are marching full ahead, but 
now it is not a popular uprising or a new 
war or an assassin’s bullet which may end 
the era of dictatorships, but that other 
force, the liberty of finance, which now has 
for its greatest symbo] the American dollar.

Everywhere the dictators have borrowed 

our money and everywhere their regimes 


-have proved too costly. They have wasted 


billions. Now the American bankers, who 
have invested more than $15,000,000,000 
abroad,, ares no longer sure they can or 
want to sell the bonds of dictators and ter- 
rorists, and the latter, with no new money 
coming in to spend (i. e., waste) on private 
military forces and the vast’ systems of po- 
licing, espionage, business “reforms,” and 
financing, are tremblingly facing the end. 

The psycrological reaction against dic- 
tatorship is gaining, even among the unim- 
portant masses. Disgust with democracies 
is passing. In the war the democracies 
fought well and the autocracies cracked: 
after the war the democracies put their 
budgets in order and the dictatorships faked 
theirs. 

The myth that a country must have a 
strong man to give it economic stability is 
at last being exposed. The reverse ap- 
pears to be true. Dictators almost every- 
where have led nations into economic ruin. 
Public debts have increased and there have 
been wastage and corruption unparalleled 
in democracies, . Statesmen, economists and 
journalists who mentioned these facts years 
ago were ignored; today the result is so 
apparent the popular press must note it. 

Almost the first action of any dictator- 
ship is the suppression of a free press. 
This stops public criticism and enables the 
ruler to escape unpunished for every act 
of vandalism. The suppression of a free 


parliament has always followed, to prevent 


political pressure against faulty financial 
schemes, It has always been necessary to 
have a reign of terror, varying in violence, 
and always dictatorships have tried to hide 
their dangerous situation through propa- 
ganda. 

Econemists have estimated the cost of 
national security of a dictatorship—mili- 
tia, spies, terrorism, etc.—as five times

Mindful of the axiom that every dicta- 
torship which has ever endured a while

nancial collapse, war and the inevitable end. 

The crisis which Mussolini admits at 
last cannot be the result of the American 
crisis, because it began in Italy in 1925. 
Until 1929 it was cleverly hidden from the 
general public by manipulation of the 
budget, treasury balances and various offi- 
cial but not nécessarily true financial state- 
ments. European economists and financial 
experts knew this. Perhaps it is possible 
that the American bankers did not. That 
they do at present is evident.

‘ While there may be more terrorism in 
Russia, there is also a real economic ex- 
periment which no other dictatorship can 
claim. Russia is the only dictatorship 
which has not been depending to an extent 
on American dollars. It is therefore the 
one which is least affected by our bank- 
ers’ refusal to issue new loans, and conse- 


, quently the only one which is not doomed 


to disappearance for lack of money. 

The Bolshevik finance scandal threatens 
to surpass that of Germany and Italy. The 
great proletariat, the 145,000,000 incoher- 
ent..peasants and workingmen, are being 
paid with roubles ~worth one-fifth their 
‘marked price while they are forced to pay 
with paper at its gold value, or five times 
as much, when they buy any goods at the 
Government stores.

Value as Regulator of Rates Than

CLEVELAND, 0O., April 25.— 
Competition in the electric light 


and power business is being put 
to the test in Cleveland. After 
years of operation of a municipal 
electric plant the city is consider- 
ing expanding it to better serve 
the city. A bond issue of $2,000,- 
000 probably will be submitted to 
the voters within a year. 

Cleveland, about the size of St. 
Louis, Has 245,000 electric con- 
sumers, in round numbers, and 
45,000 of these are served by the 
municipal plant. The remainder 
‘wre served by- the Cleveland Elec- 
tric Illuminating Co., a subsidiary 
of the North American Co., the 
Same holding company which owns 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
of St. Louis. 

The Illuminating company, how- 
ever, serves a considerable ter- 
ritory surrounding Cleveland and 
has all told some 311,000 consum- 
ers and a plant investment exceed- 
ing $100,000,000. Its rates are, the 
same throughout the territory. 

The municipal plant, which be- 
gan its development on a liarre 
scale about 1915 when Newton D. 
Bawer was Mayor, represents an 
investment of $15,000,000. The 
growth of the municipal plant has 
been gradual. In 1915 the invest- 
ment was $3,237,000 and it served 
15,508 consumers. It now pro- 
the city 
buildings and institutions and most 
of the street lights, but its gen- 
eral service is available in only 
about half of the city’s area. The 
expansion under consideration 
would not enable the plant to 
greatly extend its territory, but 
would provide greater capacity to 
meet the demands now made on 
it. 

Regulates Private-Owned Plant. 

The municipal plant has low 
rates and the city administration 
takes the position that it has been 
of great value to the entire city as 
a competitive regulator of the 
rates of the privately owned com- 
pany more effectiev than the State 
Public Utilities Commission. 

The domestic rate schedule of 
the municipal plant is 3 cents a 
kilowatt hour for the first 600 


.hours a month and 2.5 cents for 


the next 1800 k.w.h. Domestic con- 
Summers rarely use as much as 600 
kilowatt. hours a month, but this 
same schedule applies to general 
commercial consumers with fur- 
ther downward steps of 2 cents for 


the next 800 k.w.h. and 1.5 cents’ 


a kilowatt hour for all over 3200 
@ month. All consumers pay a 
charge of 30 cents a 
month, which is added to the bill 
for energy consumed, and the 
minimum monthly charge is 75 
cents, which, however, includes the 
service charge. 

The Illuminating Company’s do- 
mestie schedule is: For the first 
40 kilowatt hours a month, 5 
cents; for the next 200, 4 cents: 
for all over 240, 2.8 cents. The 
first two steps also apply to gen- 
eral commercial business, but the 
2.8 cent rate applies to the next 
2260 kilowatt hours and the excess 
over 2500 is sold at 1.5 cents. 

For large commercial consumers 
both plants make a monthly de- 
mand charge of $2 a kilowatt for 
the first 50 kilowatts of demand 
and $1 a kilowatt for additional 
demand, plus the kilowatt hour 
charges. The municipal plant's 
rates are: For the first 40,000 kilo- 
watt hours, 1.4 cents; for the next 
60,008, 1 cent; for all over 100,- 
000, 7%4 mills, The private plant’s 
schedule is the same except that 
for the first 40,000 k.w.h. the rate 
is 1.5 cents. 

Municipal Plant's Advantage. 

Domestic consumers served by 
the municipal plant have a dis- 
tinct advantage. The average do- 
mestic consumption in Cleveland is 
about 55 kilowatt hours a month. 
From the municipal plant this 
costs $1:95 and from the private 
plant $2.60. . 

Because of a complication In the 
rate structure of Union Electric 
Light & Power Co., it is difficult 


to make an accurate comparison 
with the charge for this amount of 
electricity ‘in St. Louis. The St. 
Louis domestic rate is 7 cents a 
kilowatt hour for the first 9 k.w.h. 
“per counted room,” and 2.5 cents 
a kilowatt hour for the excess. 
Thus the 7-cent rate applies to 
more kilowatt hours in a large 
house than in a small one. Union 
Electric has calculated that the 
average domestic consumption for 
which the 7-cent rate is charged 
is 25 kilowatt hours. On this basis 
the charge for 55 kilowatt hours 
would be $2.50, compared with 
Cleveland municipal, $1.95, and 
Cleveland private plant, $2.60. 

Average domestic rates, that is, 
the average price received for a 
kilowatt hour for domestic use, 
are: 

Cleveland Municipal plant, 3.6 
cents; St. Louis, Union Electric, 
4.3 cents; Cleveland Illuminating 
Co., 4.5 cents. 


Low Cost Current. 

City Counselor Muench of St. 
Louis has contended for more than 
three years that the earnings of 
Union Electric are excessive and 
in a proper proceeding has been 
seeking a reduction in domestic 
rates. This case, in which a great 
deal of testimony was taken, is 
naw before the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. An interest- 
ing point is that in Cleveland all 
current is steam generated, with 
coal as fuel, while in St. Louis 31 
per cent of Union Electric's distri- 
bution is low cost current from 
the Keokuk waterpower plant on 
the Missisippi River. 

As usual, there is wide diver- 
gence of opinion as to the effi- 
ciency and economy of the Cleve- 
land municipal plant. The annual 
report for 1929 showed net income 
Of $484,484.67 after setting aside 
$442,156.62 as the amount of taxes 
a private property of that extent 
would have paid. But as the taxes 
were not paid, the city’s income 
from the plant, after paying oper- 
ating expenses and providing for 
depreciation, was $926,641.29. 

: Howell Wright, former Director 
of Public Utilities, who left the 


city’s service about a year ago, has

In a pamphlet published 
and distributed by a public utilities 
propaganda agency in Chicago, he 
revised the figures to show a “‘de- 


\ficiency of earnings” for 19295 of 


$459,605. He got this result by 
charging up a return of 6 per cent 
on an investment of $13,879,840 
and including an item of $443,364 
bonds redeemed. 


Power Commissioner's View. 

Fred L. Mowry, Commissioner of 
Light. and Power, said he had no 
doubt the municipal plant has 
saved the people of Cleveland mil- 
lions of dollars in electric rates. 
He said that in 1920 the private 
company reduced its maximum do- 
mestic rate from 10 cents to 5 cents 
and he believed this was due to 
competition of the municipal plant, 
as the company had previously 
won a case in the courts in which 
the city sought lower rates. Ex- 
ecutives of the company, on the 
‘other hand, take the position that 
all its rate reductions have been 
voluntary and based on economics 
of operation. They say that in 
some cases their reductions for 
large consumers have been such as 
to force the city to reduce the 
municipal rates. 

The city’s plant is housed in a 
modern bullding on the lake front. 
Its generating equipment is in 
comparatively small units, a fact 
some opponents of the city owner- 
ship use in arguing it is not as ef- 
ficient as the large units of the pri- 
vate company’s interconnected sys- 
tem. 

Contradicting .the charge that 
the plant has been a losing ven- 
ture, Commissioner Mowry cited 
an Anvestment of $8,870,000 out 
of revenues from the sale of elec- 
tricity. The money for this invest- 
ment came out of the depreciation 
fund, $5,884,000, and the earnings 
fin lieu of taxes, $4,184.000. Bonds 
to the amount of $3,040,000 were 
retired and plant additions were 
made to the extent of $5,830,000.

Newton D. Baker, former Secretary 
of War, in an address today at an 
“internatiemal luncheon” in the 
honor of the foreign experts on 
the welfare of the sightless. 

“Although I will not mention 
the political angle,” Baker said, “I 
must say that the “League of Na- 
tions of the Blind,” which you 
have brought about, is a humani- 
tarian movement which the Amer- 
ican people are happy to join with- 
out leave of the United States 
Senate.” 

Speaking of the internationaliza- 
tion of the activities of men Baker 
referred to the fact that numerous 
scientific, educational, sociological 
and other groups with common in- 
terests are moer and more finding 
opportunities for aiding each other 
and working for mutual benefit. 
He pointed out that the World 
Conference on Work for the Blind 
is an outstanding example of this 
trend. 

“T hope,” he said, “that the spir- 
it of tolerance and sympathy dis- 
played throughout your conference 
in New York and your tour of 
American cities may be with us 
as nations throughout the: world.”

WHEAT 80 T0 100 PCT. NORMAL 
IN STATE, SAVE IN 4 COUNTIES 


Survey of Crop Prospects Made by 
Chamber of Commerce Re- 

search Bureau. 
Indications of an unusually good 
wheat crop in Missouri this year 
are made if a study recently com- 
pleted by the Chamber of Com- 
merece Research Bureau, which dis- 
closes that in all but four Missouri 
counties the wheat crop. ranges 


normal. | 

The factor which may provide 
the most serious menace to the 
crop this year is insect damage, 
principally of the Hessian fly, ac- 
cording to the study, since mild 
winters, such as the one just past, 
are regarded as permitting more 
insect life to exist. 

In four counties of the State, at 
present, crop conditions are 100 or 
more per cent normal. In 31 other 
counties, the crop is 95 to 100 per 
cent normal, and in 75 counties 80 
to 95 per cent normal. In Mercer, 
Grundy, Moniteau and Taney Coun- 
ties, the bureau reports, conditions 
are below an 80 per cent level.

Research in Several Fields. 

“The International Council for 
the Blind will engage in research 
in the fields of education, employ- 
ment and mechanical appliances. 
We hope it will bring about a 
standardization of Braille type- 
writers and similar appliances. It 
also will urge those nations which 
do not have blind pensions laws 
to consider laws to aid their blind. 

“T am happy to make public that 
the delegates from Spain, Mexico 
and. various South American coun- 
tries have been holding private 
round table conferences during the 
larger world conference, and that 
they are bringing forth a univer- 
sal Spanish Braille code which will 
be understood in Argentina as well 
asin Madrid.

the Spanish people hold him re- 
sponsible for the abandonment of 
their constitutional Government, 
and for the rule of the country 
since September, 1923, by Dictator- 
General Primo de Rivera. Spain 
is not perhaps the most progressive 
country in Europe. But it was too 
far developed in the spirit of mod- 
ern civilization for this autocracy 
to be permanently successful. It 
was an autocracy differing funda- 
mentally from that of Mussolini in 
Italy, in that it was not the achieve- 
ment of a great popular movement 
like Fascism, but was purely mill- 
tary in its basis. 


Where Alfonso Erred. 


A modern civilized nation may 
submit for a considerable time to a 
Government which represents a 
strong and a vocal section of pub- 
lic opinion, even if it has not the 
support of a numerical majority of 
the people, but it bitterly resents 
being dragooned by a military 
despot set up not by any popular 
movement but by armed forces of 
the crown. 

King Alfonso is widely liked per- 
sonally in this country and there is 
a very strong personal sympathy 
with his English Queen and her 
family. But it is impossible for 
us to ignore the fact that if the 
British sovereign had used his po- 
sition to upset our Constitution in 
the ~same way we should have 
turned him out in a much shorter 
time than seven and a half years. 
It is 300 years since we last had 
a monarch in this country who 
tried to experiment of dissolving 
Parliament and governing auto- 
cratically with the aid of a dictator. 
On that occasion the English peo- 
ple chopped off the head of the 
Primo de Rivera of that day, and 
finally treated his royal master in 
the same fashion. Charlies the 
First did not show the same good 
sense as Alfonso has done in leav- 
ing his country when the voice of 
the people made it quite clear that 
his method of Government was un- 
acceptable.

The left heel should come 
down: the hips should shift for- 
ward, the arms and _ clubhead 
should move with the rest.

The March volume showed @ gain 
of 38 per cent over February, in 
contrast to a normal seasonal ex-~- 
pectancy of an increase of 39.7 per 
cent, 

These figures do not bear out the 
rather widely heralded reports of 
greatly increased building activi- 
ties that have been current recent- 
ly. Rather they would seem te in- 
dicate that actual proposed con- 
struction is still falling off. The 
outlook for improved real estate, 
however, appears to be improving 
as new construction operations are 
deferred.

The idea for this kind of interna- 
tional scientific co-operation was first 
“ivaneed in 1875 by Karl Weyprecht, 
4 Lieutenant in the Austrian Navy.

The value 
of that first polar year is indicated by 
the fact that all magnetic charts north 
of the Arctic Circle are based on its 
findings and that notable advances in 
the science of weather forecasting re- 
sulted. With the great improvement 
of the past 50 years in scientific in- 
struments and technique, much more 
comprehensive data is expected to re- 
sult from this second polar year. 

Arrangements for the second polar 
year are being made by the Polar Year 
Commission of the International Me- 
teorological Committee. The commit- 
tee consists of various directors and 
heads of national geophysical institu- 
tions who are elected from time to 
time at the international meteorologi- 
cal conferences. The United States’ 
representative on the Polar Year Com- 
mission is Dr. John A. Fleming, Direc 
tor of the Department of Terrestrial! 
Magnetism of the Carnegie Institution 
of Washington. 


OUNTRIES which so far hav: 

promised to take part in the re- 

search either through their Gov 
ernments or their national academies. 
are: Argentina, Australia, Austria, 
Belgium, Brazil, Bulgaria, Canada, 
Denmark, England. Estonia, Finland. 
France, Germany, Hungary, Iceland, 
Italy, Japan, Mexico, Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Poland, Portugal, Spain, Sweden. 
Switzerland, Russia and the United 
States. 

Forty-three stations above the lati- 
tude of 55 degrees north have been 
proposed for occupancy and definite 
arrangements have been made for 
about half of them. They are well 
scattered across the ‘‘top’’ of the world 
from Northern Scotland up through 
Iceland and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries to the polar regions and around 
the rim through Russia and Siberia to 
Alaska. A number of stations will be 
located in Greenland and _ others 
throughout Upper Canada. Six Ant- 
arctic stations also have been proposed 
for occupation below the latitude of 
50 degrees south. These include sta- 
tions in the South Orkney Islands, Lit 
tle America and Tristan da Cunha. 

Additional stations other than those 
recommended by the commission 
which may possibly also be occupied 
during the polar year are: West coast 
of Greenland, under the direction of 
Professor William Hobbs of the Uni 
versity of Michigan; most northerls 
part of Greenland by a Danish expedi- 
tion; station on Canary Islands by 
Spain; Easter Island, Pacific Ocean, 
by Chile, and Fernando Poo Island by 
Spain.

may be the facts as to 
the cause of the shoot- 
ing, residents of the 
Halley’s Bluff com- 
munity derive no comfort 
from them.

Brown came to Halley's 
Bluff, a wooded region on 

the Osage River 22 miles 
i northeast of here,:a little 

more than a year ago. He 
came from Miller, Missouri, an Ozark 
village, 30 miles west of Springfield. 
He used to be a blacksmith at Miller 
before he took up preaching. They 
say he was a good blacksmith. But 
he got kicked on the head by a mule 
once. One of his five sons—Clyde, 
the one who is a railroad fireman in 
Kansas City—thinks that  circum- 
stance might have had something to 
do with the shooting. Clyde says 
his father acted queerly at times 
after being kicked. Sometimes he 
would have a spell and become almost 
frantic. He would wear off these 
spells, the son relates, bye getting be- 
hind a lawnmower and mowing sav- 
agely, or by going off to the woodshed 
and whittling fiercely for hours. 

It was about 20 years ago that 
Brown heard the call to the ministry 
and quit shoeing horses. He became 
a Methodist preacher first. Then he 
tried being a Baptist. He preached at 
rural churches and, at various times, 
held pastorates in the villages of Oak 
Grove, Orange, Walnut Grove and 
Miller. The pay was small, as it al- 
ways is in little country churches, and 
the horseshoer, turned minister at 45, 
had a hard struggle supporting a wife 
and six children. But he kept at it 
and became a pretty good exhorter, 
they say, although some complained 
that he couldn't explain scripture very 
well. Anyway, he was invited to fill 
in several times as substitute evange- 
list at the Rev. Carl Walker's taber- 
nacle in Kansas City. He had occu- 
pied a pastorate at Miller just before 
coming to Halley’s Bluff. 


T HALLEY’S BLUFF he took 
A over the leadership of a new con- 
gregation of about 35 members 
and was installed in a brand new log 
church. Residents of the neighbor- 
hood built it themselves on land given 
by Deputy Sheriff McCumber. It had 
straight-backed pine benches and no 
floor except sawdust, but it was com- 
fortable and rather picturesque stand- 
ing there in the woods of the McCum- 
ber farm. As its membership embraced 
Methodists, Baptists and worshipers of 
two or three other creeds, they called 
it the Halley’s Bluff Christian Union 
Church and forswore all denomination- 
al allegiance. 
Brown signed a contract to preach 
for the Halley’s Bluff congregation for 
$20 a month and took over his new 


charge. On week days he worked as 
a farmhand in the neighborhood, 
chopped wood, plowed corn, and cul- 


tivated a small rented tract for him- 
self in an effort to make a living. 

He soon found, however, that he 
couldn't make ends meet on $20 a 
month, even in this secluded rural dis- 
trict, and cast about for more preach- 
ing engagements.

He testified he had 
accompanied her to Waterloo before 
the marriage and that later, when she 
showed him the license, and he asked, 
“How did you do it?’’ she answered, 
“Oh, he didn’t know what he was 
doing.” 

The witness declared that to obtain 
the presence of her husband on the 
honeymoon trip, Mrs. Thomasson 
caught the elderly capitalist on the 
street, ‘‘took him by the seat of the 
pants and hoisted him in an automo- 
bile,’ in which they drove to Chicago. 
He said Thomasson didn't sign the 
separation agreement until they had 
stopped their car one day on the lake 
shore and Mrs. Thomasson had threat- 
ened to stay there a week. 

On their return to St. Louis the

three stayed at the Branscome Hotel 
for a day or two, until Thomasson had 
arranged to buy the Clayton residence. 
One morning, Friderich said, he 
looked in the newlyweds’ room and 
saw Thomasson flat on his back and 
his bride sitting on him, arguing. in- 
sisting—‘‘I think about that $1000 
check’ (a payment on the house). 

Friderich said his feeling for Mrs. 
Thomasson, whom he described as 
“feminine and cunning,’ was ‘‘affec- 
tion, tinged with a lot of bitterness.”’ 

Mrs. Thomasson also 
gave her version of the, 
affair in a deposition. 
She declared Thomasson 
had suggested their 
marriage, but had insist- 
ed it be kept secret be- 
cause a big business deal 
was pending and he 
feared certain men. She 
declared she loved 
‘‘Hughie.’’ Her explana- 
tion of Friderich’s pres- 
ence on the honeymoon 
was: ‘The day before 
we were to leave we ran 
into Friderich, whom I! 
had been avoiding. To 
my dismay, Mr. Thom- 
asson seemed to take a 
liking to him and hired 
him as our chauffeur.” 
She denied that she had 
lived with Friderich at 
various places. 

Regarding her separation from 
Thomasson, she quoted him as saying: 
‘We'd be happy if those men would 
leave us alone. But I have to do as 
they like.’’ She testified her husband 
had given her during the month fol- 
lowing their marriage $19,500 in addi- 
tion to the home in Clayton and the 
Pierce-Arrow automobile. She refused 
to testify concerning her life before 
she came to St. Louis, except to state 
she was born in Pittsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, February 4, 1902, and had been 
reared by Mr. and Mrs. C. S. Dorset, 
now living in Niles, Ohio. 


THER depositions, however, by 
() various persons in Niles, deal 

with Mrs. Thomasson's past. 
Attorney Rogers says he has learned 
her parents’ name was Dengler; 
they died when she was a baby 
and the Dorsets took care of her. 
According to this information her 
three marriages before she married 
Thomasson were: In 1920 to Pau) 
Fish of Boston, who died a few days 
after the wedding; about a year later, 
to Carl S. Putney of New York, by 
whom she had two children and whom 
she divorced for desertion; in 1925, to 
William Mahood of Niles, by whom she 
had one child and who divorced her 
June 25, 1930, one month before she 
married the St. Louisan. 

The Thomasson litigation dragged 
along in this fashion into the new 
year. Then, late in January, the sepa- 
rated pair disappeared. In a day or 
so letters signed by them and mailed 
in Kansas City, came to the District 
Court at Clayton and to lawyers in the 
case. They announced that the Thom- 
assons were reconciled, wished to dis- 
continue their litigation, and were on 
another honeymoon. 

About the same time ae story 
reached here that Thomasson, his wife 
and a Negro chauffeur had stopped for 
a few minutes at a hotel in Carthage, 
Missouri, the evening of the day he 
disappeared; that Thomasson had 
asked for police protection, but had 
been dragged out by his wife and the 
chauffeur and taken away in their car 
before officers summoned by hotel em- 
ployes arrived. 

On the heels of this report the 
Thomassons came home, took up resi- 
dence in the bride's Clayton house and 
announced to the world that they were 
reconciled and the annulment suit was 
dismissed. An affidavit containing 
these statements and bearing the hus- 
band’s signature also declared he had 
not been kidnaped by his wife and that

LAS VEGAS, Nevada. 
MASS of solid ma- 
enon taller than a 
building, 
than the 
Pyramid of 
Egypt, is about to 
|| be erected by the 
United States on 
this continent's 
largest Western 
stream. The structure will dam the 
Colorado River to form an artificial 
lake 100 miles long. 

It will be the largest dam in the 
world. It and its allied canal projects 
will cost $165,000,000. 

Known as Hoover Dam, it will be 
built in Black Canyon, one of the 14 
excellent dam sites on the Colorado. 
Since Congress authorized construc- 
of the dam, growing interest in 
it has been shown by people on very 
part of the globe. By the time actual 
construction starts——which should be 
within three months—it will have 
brought into being a city of probably 
6000 persons—-3000 working on the 
dam and probably 3000 others. 

Already construction work on the 
new city is under way and its popu- 
lation is growing daily. It is called 
Boulder City and is in Nevada, near 
the site of the dam. It will have 
everything any other city of its size 
has, from golf courses to grocery 
stores. Work on the dam will not be 
entirely finished for eight or ten years, 
and after that maintenance require- 
ments will necessitate a small town at 
least. Boulder City is being built by 
the Federal Government, which will 
lease all businesses therein. 


ACING the workers at Boulder 
few will be a Herculean task. 

They must match wits against a 
force which already has established a 
reputation for creating natural phe- 
nomena and defying man’s efforts. For 
the headwaters of the Colorado River 
have frolicked about a high mountain 
country in Wyoming and Colorado, to 
emerge in a plateau region and cut a 
gorge which is one of the seven won- 
ders of the world—the Grand Canyon, 
in Northwestern Arizona, famed as one 
of nature’s finest works of scenic 
grandeur. 

Then the same waters, blackened by 
wealth-giving silts and minerals, have 
tumbled and roared and swirled on 
downward to perform another fantastic 
feat. They have created a trough of 
sand in which the stream now runs, a 
trough much higher, for miles and 
miles, than the level farm lands beside 
it. The river looks down in constant 
menace on these farm lands, the rich 
and famous Imperial Valley of Cali- 
fornia. It may overflow its self-made 
sand banks and overnight convert Im- 
perial Valley into an inland lake 
less a dam is built to contro} it. 

Through Black Canyon the Colora- 
do’s flow is about equal to that of the 
Mississippi's at St. Louis. The first 
problem, then, is what to do with this 
head of water while the dam is being 
bullt. One cannot build a structure 
bigxer than a pyramid and suddenly 
drop it, like a false tooth, into its 
groove. Indeed, the dam must. be 
sunk hundreds of feet into the earth. 
down below the stream bed, welded 
forever into the bedrock of the earth. 

Four tunnels, each 50 feet in di- 
ameter and a mile long, will be built 
first to direct the water around the 
dam site. They must go through the 
solid rock of a mountain. This pre- 
liminary work is an engineering feat 
in itself, 

These tunnels will be permanent con- 
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—un-

duits, through which water will flow, 
under control, after the dam is built, 
to turn gigantic turbines that will elec- 
trify this part of the nation. The elec- 
tric power development is one of the 
three big reasons for building the 
dam; the other two are: possibilities 
for irrigation, and safety for the 
threatened country below. 

After the conduits a temporary dam 
must be built to direct the river’s nor- 
mal flow into them, while excavation 
work is being done and foundation 
laid for the real dam. 

Loose gravel and boulders to a 
depth of 135 feet must be taken out 
of the stream bed, in order to reach 
bed rock for a foundation for the per- 
manent dam. The foundation will be 
600 feet long, up and down the river. 
It will be of concrete. Half the 
concrete in the entire structure 
will be below the ground 
level forming this founda- 
tion. 

Then the great 
Structure will begin 
to rise above the 
river. Ultimately 
it will reach a 
height of 727 
feet. The high- 
est dam now in 
the world, in 
India, is 380 
feet high. Hoo- 
ver Dam will 
have ai bulk 
six times 
greater than 
that of any 
Other structure 
of its kind. 

The dam will % 
be something. over ey 
900 feet —- about a, 
three city blocks— 
long at the top, and 
about 400 feet at water 
level, a wedge. It will form 
a gentile crescent, like the 
Roosevelt Dam, with its back up- 
stream, embodying the old structur- 
al principle of the arch. Ends of the 
arch, or crescent, will be sunk and tied 
into the solid rock cliffs that form the 
Black Canyon. 

The plan for financing calls for is- 
suance of 4 per cent bonds against the 
whole project, guaranteed by the Unit- 
ed States Government. Sale of electric 
power and water will retire these 
bonds; thus will the immense project 
pay for itself in 50 years, it is esti- 
mated. 

When the lake is filled it will store 
water enough to cover an area equal 
to that of Kentucky or Ohio to a depth 

of one foot. 

Its water would cover the District 
of Columbia to a depth of more than 
600 feet. 

The lake’s capacity will be 26,000.-

Dam. 

Full development of power poasi- 
bilities at Hoover Dam will give 
1,000,000 or more horsepower of elec- 
tricity. This would supply the present 
needs of the entire State of California. 
if it could be so applied. Then, there 
are 14 other dam sites which can be 
used for further power development 
when the needs arise.

Under questioning he said Win- 
ship and Mrs. Winship had quarreled 
over the chauffeur, Ray MeGunigle 
“Shortly before he died,” the valet 
said. ‘Mr. Winship gave me-a snapshot 
of Mrs. Winship and McGunigle, taken 
together. and ordered me to destroy 
a. 2 de.” 

After this. he continued, Mrs. Win- 
ship left the apartment in an automo- 
bile driven by McGuingle, and went to 
the country home at Palo Alto. The 
chauffeur returned, he said, but Mrs 
Winship stayed away until the morn- 
ing of the suicide. He met her outside 
the apartment when he ran out for 
help after finding his masters body, 
he said. 

The widow vehemently denied that 
her husband had questioned her con- 
duct with the chauffeur, and declared 
there was no photograph of her and 
McGunigle. 

Then came the Coroner's inquest. 
“I'm going to get to the bottom of this 
matter,’ Coroner T. B. W. Leland an- 
nounced: “and I don't care how iong 
it takes. 

Myrick, the first witness, told of 
finding Winship's body.

reasons for the dismissal. 

The will of the man who chose sui- 
cide rather than murder was sent back 
to Macon to be probated, and some 
time elapsed before it was filed and 
its contents made publie. During this 
interval there were reports that no 
provision had been made for the wid 
ow. An attorney said that shortly be 
fore his death the retired naval offi 
cer had arranged to provide $390 a 
month for separate maintenance of 
Mrs. Winship and their infant son. 

Then the will was filed the other 
day, and it was disclosed that Win- 
ship did not disinherit his widow 
The testament, dated four days before 
he took his own life, stated that she 
should receive from his estate an in- 
come of $250 a month. 

Two-thirds of the remainder of the 
property is to be divided equally, ac- 
cording to the will, between his two 
children by a previous marriage, Kath- 
erine and Henry, while the net income 
from the other third is to go to Emory

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Putting 
Lindbergh’s Flight 


Into “High Brow” Music

PHILADELPHIA. 

T has been said 
that if Lindbergh 
could have realized 
the enormous fame 
and its penalties 
that have followed 
his flight, he might 
never have tried to 


atten a 
ees «=o fly to Paris. So that

eee «6 aY instead of be- 


ing the hero of a saga, he would still 
be a first-class air mail pilot. Cer- 
tainly five years ago no one ever 
dreamed-—the hero himself least of all 
—that in the year 1931 “Slim” Lind- 
bergh, now Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, would be the subject of a 
major musical composition calling up- 
on all the resources of one of the lead- 
ing orchestras of the country, a cho- 
rus and a group of soloists. 

That is what happened here in 
Philadelphia the other day. The Phila- 
delphia Symphony Orchestra, under 
the baton of Leopold Stokowski, aided 
by massed choirs and soloists, per- 
formed the cantata, ‘‘Lindbergh’s 
Flight,’’ the work of two Germans. 
Later this musical celebration of the 
flight of May 21, 1927, was broadcast 
over the radio and then was repeated 
for a second audience. 

It is not the first time, of course, 
that Lindbergh has been celebrated in 
a serious musical composition. Shortly 
after the flight in 1927, the American 
composer, James P. Dunn, wrote a 
tone-poem called ‘‘We,”’ which was 
performed by the New York Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, under the direc- 
tion of Willem Van Hoogstraten, on 
Aug. 27 of the same year. And this 


is to say nothing of the dozens of jazz 
“Lindy’’ songs that followed the 
flight. 

But the cantata of the two young 
Germans, Kurt Weill and Bert Brecht, 
is by far the 
most ambitious 
attempt to set 
the flight to 
music to date.

reports of his being mistreated in a 
hotel at Carthage were false. Also it 
became known that the capitalist had 
just deeded his wife his real estate at 
Broadway and Washington and at 
Euclid and McPherson, said to have 
constituted the bulk of his fortune. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
called on the reunited pair. He found 
the husband unshaven and tired look- 
ing, clothed in sober black. Mrs. 
Thomasson wore a red velvet lounging 
suit with silver-cuffed trousers. One 
of her children, a 3-year-old daughter, 
was with them. 

“Tam happy and want to be a faith- 
ful wife in way,’ said Mrs 
Thomasson, and when they posed for 
a photograph she drew her husband's

arm around her neck. Thomasson 
said, “Oh, yes, I’m happy. Why 
shouldn't I be?” 

In the course of the conversation 


Thomasson started to tell where they 
had been on their latest trip, but his 
wife interrupted him with a kick on 
the ankle. ‘‘Just say we have been on 
a motor trip,’ she directed. 

Thomasson asserted he was not 
dragged out of the hotel in Carthage. 
He was elaborating on this statement 
when Mrs. Thomasson again nudged 
him with her toe and remarked: ‘Just 
say we couldn't find suitable accom- 
modations at the hotel.” 


UT Rogers, who has been Thom- 
Bowen attorney for many years, 
refused to let the announced rec- 
onciliation end the annulment suit. ‘‘As 


far as I'm concerned,” he said, ‘‘Thom- 
asson is still in a state of being kid- 


naped. _I've tried to get in touch with 
him, but can’t get to him. His wife 
wont let anybody see him. She has 


him imprisoned.’’ 


At this juncture Mrs. Ella F. Bolles, 
1130 Watts avenue, University City, 
Thomasson's second cousin and nearest 
relative, petitioned Probate Court at 
Clayton to appoint a euardian for 
TFhomasson, alleging he was of un- 
sound mind. 

When an effort was made to serve 
Thomasson with notice of this suit, it 
was found that he and his wife had 
vanished again. After waiting a month 
and a half for him to reappear, Pro- 
bate Judge Hodgdon pronounced him 
of unsound mind and incapable of 
managing his affairs. Public Admin- 
istrator Terry of St. Louis County was 
appointed his guardian. 

In the meantime, litigation had been 
piling up and the Thomassons engaged 
in another adventure. Attorneys Rog- 
ers and Walter Wehrle sued on behalf 
of Thomasson in the Circuit Court at 
Clayton for appointment of a receiver 
for Thomasson's property and for can- 
cellation of his transfer of real estate 
to his wife. Public Administrator An- 
ton Schuler of St. Louis sued in the 
Circuit Court here to be appointed re- 
eeiver. Marion X. Morris, who had 
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represented Mrs. Thomasson, sued her 
for a half interest in the real estate at 
Broadway and Washington which her 
husband had deeded to her and which 
has been assessed at $564,000; he 
claimed this as his fee, alleging he 
was to get 50 per cent of the property 
Mrs. Thomasson acquired through her 
marriage. Another suit was filed by 
Milton C. Lauenstein, who, as holder 
of a note executed by Thomasson, sued 
to set aside the transfer of real estate 
from Thomasson to his wife. 

The new adventure of the missing 
pair was their second marriage. It 
took place on the night of February 
23, at Joliet, Illinois, the ceremony be- 
ing performed by the Rev. O. W. Tay- 
lor, pastor of a Methodist church 
there. To the clerk who issued the li- 
cense Mrs. Thomasson said they were 
going on a honeymoon, but did not 
say where. This must have been hon- 
eymoon No. 3 by her reckoning. 


WO days later new deeds to the 
business real estate which Thom- 
asson had deeded to his wife 

were filed: through an intermediate 
transfer to a third person the title was 
made to rest in husband and wife 
jointly. Circuit Judge McElhinney at 
Clayton appointed William H. Pfeiffer 
receiver for the Thomasson properties. 
About the same time Mrs. Thomasson, 
who had appeared in St. Louis and 
Clayton occasionally since she and her 
husband departed in January, an- 
nouhced that they had dismissed their 
attorneys. Rogers. went on as before. 
On March 11 Mrs. Thomasson went 
to the Clayton Courthouse to file stip- 
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ulations, bearing the signature of her 
husband, for dismissal of his annul- 
ment suit. She was arrested there on 
a charge of kidnaping her husband, 
and was held four hours in jail be- 
fore be'tng released on bail. The war- 
rant was sworn to by Mrs. Bolles and 
was directed against both Mrs. Thom- 
asson and the Negro chauffeur who 
had been with the Thomassons at 


Carthage. The Negro was not found. 
On March 19 Circuit Judge Hart- 
mann of St. Louis also held that 


Thomasson was incompetent to han- 
dle his business and appointed receiv- 
ers, who have since resigned to end a 
controversy over jurisdiction with the 
receiver appointed in the county. It 
was in this order of March 19 by 
Judge Hartmann that the case was 
characterized as ‘‘a public scandal.” 
The Judge added: ‘Thomasson was 
under the undue influence of Grace 
Mahood at the time of his marriage 
last July. He is dominated and con- 
trolled by her, and, through force, 
fraud and duress, has since January 21 
been restrained of his liberty, and has 
been kept out of the State of Missouri. 
He is not permitted to see his friends 
and his whereabouts are concealed.’’ 

Attorney Wilfred Jones, who recent- 
ly entered the ease for Mrs. Thomas- 
son, said the elderly capitalist and the 
wife were keeping house in Chicago. 
He denied the husband was under du- 
ress. He has appealed the guardianship 
decision. 

For the time being the receiver has 
the Thomasson fortune—including the 
$35,000 house with the three bath- 
rooms of lavender, onyx and green.

The men bore up well under the try- 
ing situation, although all suffered 
from hunger. To divert their minds, 
Greely himself delivered a lecture in 
the hut each day, talking on the nat- 
ural resources of the United States, 
after which there would be a general 
discussion. In the evenings there 
would be a reading for an hour. Dr. 
Pavy, the physician, also helped out 
with lectures on physiology. 

Besides suffering from cramped 
quarters, darkness and insufficient 
food, the men endured great cold. The 
inside walis of the hut were soon cov- 
ered with frost several inches thick, 
and ice had formed on the ceiling.
